Mean- 
while the machinery of the law was 
set in rapid motion to make an ex-, 
ample of the murderous bellboy who 
admits killing aged William Henry i 
Jackeon, Wall street- speculator and 
gentle, kind old man, for the paltry 
sum of 96.75 and a gold watch that, 
he later pawned for $18. 
Patrick McCrane is held as an_ ac- 


complice and the police ace incline'! 
today to believe that he stood guard 
while Geidel broke 
into the room 


and beat his unfortunate victim to 
death. 
In 
confessing, 
Geidel, ac- 


cording to the police, insisted that he 
thought he would get a large sum of 
money. 
He had been 
discharged 


from his position as bellboy in the 
Iroquois and was broke. 
After se- 


curing a bottle of chloroform he en- 
tered the suite through the bathroom 
window. 


"The 
light 
was shining in the 
room," said Geidel, "and I could see 
through the crack in the 3oor that 
Mr. Jackson was listening. 
I made 


up my mind to do him and stieaked 
in softly. 
I had a washrag soaked 
with the chloroform and slipped it 
quickly over his mouth. 
He 
grap- 
pled with me and gave me a desper- 
ate fight. 
He was screaming and J 


had to quiet him,so I hit him as hard 
as I could and and took the 
wash- 


rag and rammed it down his throat. 
Then I went through his 
pockets 


and got his money and his 
watch 


and chain. 
I took the buttons out 


of his shirt, but before I could open 
the trunk 1 heard some one coming. 
I climbed back through the window, 
sneaked down to the basement 
and 


out " 


The arrest of Geidel and McCrane 


followed the tracing of the bottla 
which had contained the chloroform 
to Mrs. Edward Kane, who kept the 
boarding house where the pair lived. 
Mrs. Kane and her husband are in 
the house of detention as witnesses.

Great Britain Proposes 


to Stand for Her 


Rights 


MOROCCAN 
SITUATION 


Has Reiched Point Where Solution 


is Becoming Very 


Difficult. 


London, July 28.—The most pessi- 


mistic views regarding the acuteness 
ot the Moroccan crisis were largely 
confirmed by the prime minister in 
the house of commons when, with a 
manner as impressive as his words, 
he read from a manuscript 
which 


had been carefully piepared, a warn- 
ing to Germany that Great Britain 
proposes to stand for what she con- 
siders her rights and maintain the 
balance of power in Europe. 


Further testimony as to the grav- 
ity of the situation is given by the 
fact that the prime minister obvi- 
ously had taken the leadership of 
the opposition into the government s 
confidence and Mr. Balfour's declar- 
ation was no less firm than Mr. As- 
qulth's. 


The prime minister's statement 


was couched in diplomatic, thougn 
not reassuring language. 
At the 


very opening he said: 


It is obvious that this Moroccan 
question has reacned 
a 
point at 


which it will become 
increasingly 


difficult, embarrassing and anxious 
unless a solution is found." 
Later he said: 
'We thought it right from the be- 
ginning to make it clear that, failing 
of a settlement such as I have indi- 
cated, we must become an active 
party in the diBtu'ddidn of the situa- 
tion. That would be our right as a 
signatory to the treaty of Algeciras 
as it might fee our obligation under 
the terms of our agreement in 1904 
with Prance. It might be our duty 
in defense of British interests di- 
rectly affected by further develop- 
ments." 


In promising the 
support of the 
opposition to the government Mr. 
Balfour said- 


"If there are any who suppose that 


we would be wiped off the map iif 
Europe because we have our diffi- 
culties at home it 
may be 
worth 


saying that they bitterly mistake the 
temper of the Biitish people and the 
patriotism of the opposition." 


Such plain speaking on a question 


fraught with possibilities of a great 
European war has not been heard in 
the British parliament 
in many 


years. The outcome of the situation 
appears to rest almost wholly on 
Germany's shoulders. 
If, as some 


German papers say, Germany has 
reached the stage of national devel- 
opment where the necessities of her 
population demand that she branch 
out into foreign fields, and consid- 
ers that this is vital to her national 
interests and imposes conditions on 
France which Great Britain thinks 
threaten her vital interests, the only 
result BO far as those best informed 
see it, will be the oft threatened and 
long averted European convulsion. 


German government officials and 


the majority of the German newspa- 
pers profess to think that Chancel- 
lor Lloyd-George's recent speech of 
warning was not addressed to Ger- 
many, but as a sort of general proc- 
lamation of principles. Mr. Asquith's 
statement leaves no doubt and was 
intended plainly to 
leave none on 


that point. 
While the country has 


no knowledge of the extent of Ger- 
many's first conditions, the prime 
minister made it plain that they were 
such that Great Britain would not 
consent to them. 


Mr. Balfour 
strongly 
hinted at 


what is the general feeling that Ger- 
many thought she could take advan- 
tage of the crisis in great Britain's 
domestic policies in the belief that it 
was so absorbing to the country that 
the people would not pay attention 
to foreign affaiis

To Avoid Enlarged Pores.

As a matter of fact, your 
resolution ought to pass and the de- 
partment of justice should be com- 
pelled to prosecute the big trusts un- 
der the criminal sections of the Sher- 
man law. But I am in an unpleasant 
position and I know of other senators 
in the same position also. The fact is 
I have some close friends involved in 
this litigation and it would be exceed- 
ingly embarrassing for me to have to 
go upon record." 


The side tracking cf this resolution 


was a very exasperating exhibition, of 
cowardice. The senate ran away from 
a plain proposition involving the pros- 
ecution of big and powerful law break- 
ers. 
The discontent 
of the people 


about the actions of the Republican 
United States Senate will be increased 
by the burying of the Pomerene reso- 
lution. Just one more election and 
there will be a change in the political 
complexion of the senate.

La toilette was taken in, consulted 
and even paid deference by those who 
were seeking an agreement to vote on 
different bills in the senate. 


From this time henceforth It is al- 


most certain that La Follette will be 
considered in all "understandings" in 
the senate. And what is almost equal- 
ly true is that a man has to become 
something of a "kicker" before he is 
accepted as one of the leaders or is 
taken Into the Inner circle of the 
small coterie which runs the business 
in the senate and house. 


Some Striking Example*. 


It Is recalled by those old, old mea 


about the capitol that Cannon was a 
kicker for a few years. He was a 
free trader and a free silver man, 
which was away off the reservation. 
Jim Tawney lead many revolts before 
he was finally made one of Uncle Joe's 
lieutenants when the latter was the 
champion regular.

'corn belt" is to be above the aver- 
ago this year. Illinois and Iowa, the 
two greatest corn growers will have 
larger crops than last year and the 
value at 50 cents a bushel will ex- 
ceed four million dollars in theso two 
states alone. 
That is more than ttie 


oat crop of the entire 
country is 


worth and exceeds half the value oC 
the wheat. 
Illinois will have fewer 


acres—only 10,503,000 this year in- 
stead of 10,600,000—but the yield 
will be larger. The estimated yield is 
41.3 bushels per acre, which will give 
a total crop of 483,773,900 bushols. 
At 50 cents a bushel this will be 
worth to Illinois farmers $216,886,- 
9,")(). Tho acreage in Iowa is larger 
9,852,000 acres as compared with 9,- 
473,000 lar.t year.

Hawkeye state, according to the gov- 
ernment crop experts, will be larger. 
It is estimated at 42.3 bushels per

A 
remarkable 
cattle 
situation 


exists in the United Sates," says M. 
F. Horine, statlstlcan of the Union 
Stock Yards and Transit Co., Chicago. 
"Until recently all markets were full 
of fat cattle. Now the supply situation 
shows a radical change. Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, and Kentucky have marketed 
their crops of fat cattle, and eastern 
points are not getting enough good 
cattle to supply their local needs. 


"The character of receipts at Mis- 


souri river points shows the western 
supply of fat cattle has been cleaned 
up, which leaves Chicago about the 
only place on the market map of the 
United States where buyers can get 
adequate selection, and that is likely to 
be the case lor a long time to come. 


"The present situation had its origin 


in the drought conditions of last sum- 
mer, 
which forced all the regions west 


and southwest of the Missouri river 
to prematurely 
market 
young and 


growing stock, which was largely ab- 
sorbed by Illinois 
and surrounding 


states. Then 
followed a magnificent 


corn crop and a splendid winter feed- 
ing season, resulting in abundance of 
fat cattle. 


"The supply Is lasting much longer 


in the territory directly tributary to 
Chicago than either east or west, simp- 
ly because condiions for a year past 
have favored an abundance of good 
cattle in this territory, and will make 
Chicago from now on until the next 
crop is fed the chief and almost the 
only supply point for fat cattle. 


"Domestic demand for beef is in- 


creasing and there will be a strong 
and constant demand for beef of goo 
quality. 


"Adequate rains during the remain 


der of the season and another goo 
corn crop will reveal 'the shortage o 
growing cattle in the country mor 
sharply than at any time for twent 
years, and prices for both young an 
fat cattle must almost certainly ad 
vance materially in the near future.

wheat and flour, 56,602,500 tons, a 
total in these four classes of 66,598,- 
500 tons. 
In addition, vast quanti- 
ties of garden truck and other food 
materials are brought into England 
daily from Norway, Sweden, Holland, 
Belgium, Denmark, and 
Germany, 


and also from France. If all sources 
of supply were choked for two weeks 
England would be in danger of 
famine.

papers with him. 


During the night Willaman entered 


the room occupied by Mr. jtnd Mrs 
Koons and their little son, aged three 
years. 


The boy was 
awakened by 
three 


quick shots and found 
his 
parents 


writhing in their death agony and a 
revolver bullet burning cruelly in 1 
own body. 


Willaman ran from the room, and in 


a feyv seconds the boj heard him re- 
turning. 
Frantic with pain and feai 


the child tried tg hold the 
bedroom 
door against him. 


Willaman crashed through the door 


using a brick, which he had obtained 
to batter his 
way. The 
hoy 
was 


stunned and remembered nothing after 
that. 


It is believed that Willaman left the 


boy tor dead, and went to the bed 
where he completed his bloody task bj 
crushing the skulls of the father and 
mother. 


He then slipped away and boarded 


the next train for Chicago, as the first 
leg of his journey to Montana. In this 
way he expected to prove his alibi. 


But the vitality of the three-} ear- 


old child kept life in his body until 
neighbors discovered the crime next 
morning, and that same vitality was 
-he thing not taken into consideration 
by the murderer. 


It cost him his life last night. 
The boy told who committed 
the 


crime, and willaman was taken from 
his train at Grand Junction, near Chi- 
cago. A bloody revolver found in his 
suit case contained three empty shells. 
He was asked if this, was the weapon 
used in committing the crime, and he 
replied, "I guess that's it."

Willaman never denied the crime, but 
his attorneys contended that at the 
time he was suffering a severe attack 
of the form of epilepsy which had af- 
tlicted him since childhood, and that 
lie was not responsible for his actions. 
The defense prevented the state ad- 
ducing its theory of motive, showing 
Willaman's poverty and his fear that 
all the property yvould go to the step- 
mother and her son in case his wife's 
father died. 


The devotion ot the murderer to his 


wife and child, and their

faith in him in the face of every diffi- 
culty, furnish one ot the most pathetic 
stofies in the annals of the Ohio Pen- 
itentiary.
